WHALES IN THE STRAITS OF DOVER, 

A CORRESPONDENT states that, on Thursday we-k 
while crossing the Straits of Dover by the шай. 
steamer which left Calais for Dover at a quarter to 
two o'clock p.m., and about midway on the passage 
considerable excitement’ was occasioned by the 
appearance of two large whales, which were dis- 
tinotly observed spouting about a mile away forward 
of the vessel, to the left. One followed the other in 
a direct line close upon the other, in a northerly 
direction, and across the course of the steamer. Botiy 
rose to the surface four or five times when scarcely 
more than 300 yards distant. The sea was calm and 
the atmosphere clear at the time, so that a good view 
was had of the monsters; the leader appeared to be 
the larger, and was fully 70 ft. long.

MR. GLADSTONE’S SPEECH TO HIS 
CONSTITUENTS. 


THE Premier's presence at Blackheath last Saturday 
afternoon attracted some twenty thousand persons, 
who were massed at the east end of the heath before a 
rude husting to listen to the address of their illus- 
trious representative. When the gentlemen who had 
tickets for the platform commenced to appear they 
were subjected to some chaffing, but all of a 
thoroughly good-natured kind. The Vicar of Green-« 
wich was amongst the earliest comers, and was re- 
ceived with cheers, mixed with ironical inquiries аз 
to when he expected his bishopric. Then therecame 
aw elderly gentleman with long, curly white hair, and 
a finely-chiselled face. He was greeted with cries of 
** What's the time?” and not inappropriately, for 
it was Mr. John Bennett, the well-known watch- 
maker, of Cheapside, who the other day was elected 
Sheriff of London. He seemed well pleased at the 
notice taken of him. Close behind him was 
the Lor’ Mayor, his digits encased in unseasonably 
light kid gloves. Conspicuous also in the centre was 
Dr. W. С. Bennett, who is the new Sheriff's brother, 
and who is deservedly credited with the return of the 
Premier for Greenwich. Four members of Parlia- 
ment- Mr. Hinde Palmer, Mr. C. Reed, Mr. Henry 
James, and Mr. Eykyn—appeared about the same 
time, but they were not generally recognised. Two 
of the workiog-men philanthropists—namely, Mr. 
George Potter and Mr. George Howell—were also 
overlooked. Among other known men on the plat- 
form were Carl Blind, Mr. Baxter Langley, Mr. 
Moncure Conway, Mr. J. G. Holyoake, the Rev. 
Newman Hall, the Rev. W. Rogers, and the Rev. 
Mr. Jowett. Sir Edward Watkin is also said to have 
been there. The representatives of the press had 
accommodation provided for them in front of the 
platform, and were present in strong force, there 
being not less than 150. 

- At ten minutes to three there was an outburst of 
cheers, and those who could not see came to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Gladstone had arrived ; but the new 
comer was Sir David Salomons, the Premier's col- 
league in the. representation of Greenwich. Five 
minutes later, ho» ver, the cheers were renewed, and 
Mr. Gladstone, accompanied by Mrs. Gladstone and 
anotherlady, drove up to the back of the booth in an 
open carriage. The lidies appeared on the platform 
first, and were conducted to their seats by Mr. Glyn, 
the Liberal whip. Then Mr. Gladstone himse!f 
elbowed his way to the front, and, having undergone 
some enthusiastic hand-shaking, took off his hat ний 
bowed to the crowd. 


THE PREMIER'S ADDRESS 


was preceded by a few hearty words of welcome from 
Mr. W. Angerstein,who presided. 


A NAVAL UNIVERSITY FOR GREENWICH

THE WOOLWICH DOCKYARD GRIEVANCE. 


“It has been said, and said with confidence, that | 


we have practised economy with gross inequality and 
partiality, that we have dismissed clerks, that we 
have dismissed dockyard labourers (hear, hear), 
aud that when we have had the opportunity we have 
refused to touch the sinecurist or the official func- 
tionary of a hizher position. Now, with respect to 
the dismissal of dockyard labourers (oh, oh) it is 
necessary that I should say а few wori. (hear, 
hear); avd the facts which I mean to c» :ninnicate 
to you may perhaps cause some astonishment, 
because you are aware that, if you trust to the repre- 
sentations of speakers or journals of a certain class 
(laughter and ‘hear hear’), this dismissal оі dock- 
yard labourers, first of all, is a crime, aud, secondly, 
is а crime that has been committed by the present 
Government alone (No, no). I will give you, in a 
concise form, the particulars. But, in the first place, 
let me say that, in my opinion, the closing or the 
restriction of Government establishments, so far from 
being a crime, may be a duty to the nation (hear, 
hear), and has been recognised as such duty by both 
parties when they have been in office (Cheers). That 
іб із a serious misfortune to many of those whom it 
affects I am the first to assert; but the true in- 
ference to be drawn from that is, not that men 
are to be kept in idleness at the expense of the 
nation, nor that useless work is to be created in 
order to employ them; but this, that the original 
creation of Government establishments, and that 
every extension of Government establishments, 
ought to be watched with the utmost jealousy, and 
ought never to be allowed except upon clear and 
stringent necessity (Cheers).

(Cheers). The difference, showing the reduction 
since the beginning of the year, was 4359. 
nomber of dockyard Jabourers which we found, there- 
fore, аз І have told you, when we came into office, 
was exactly 15,954; avd the number on Oct. 1 last, 
which is the latest return I can give you, was 14,511 
(Loud cheers, again and again repeated). The result 
of that statement is that the reduction since we came 
into office has been 1463 (Hear, hear).

OUR ARMY. 

The weak point in our defensive system is the 
smallness of our Army, and the wesk point of Mr. 
Gladstone’s speech was his confidence in our present 
hliputian army, the bravery of which no one doubts, 
but the strength of which we very much doubt in the 
face of Moltke’s laughing allusion to the casiness 
with which the obstacles that England can offer to 
invasion could be surmounted. General military 
service on tbe part of every citizen—this is the one 
remedy, long recommended by us, for the proper 
guarding of the kingdom, Sir David Wedderburn, 
M.P., is the last politician who has declared his 
adherence to this rational principle яв the best safe- 
guard against panic, The Premier, however, thought 
differently on Saturday :一 š 

“ You have always had in this country, both in 
officers and in men, an army of the noblest and the very 
best material (Hear, hear). Allow me to give youa 
short anecdote, and to vary the wearisomeness of my 
discourse (No, no).

THE CHICAGO FIRE. 
A TERRIBLE EPISODE 

of this lamentable conflagration is limned as a last 
Illustration of the Chicago ca/astrophe. It is de- 
scribed by the correspondent of the New York 
Tribune :—** Late in the morning the people of the 
north division were involved within the sudden. 
horror of fire and death. A great crowd had 
assembled at one of the avenues leading to the burn- 
ing region, where the close approach of the fire 
moved the bridgemen to turn the draw. The move 
was not of the slightest avail. Тһе Яге lapped the 
slender wood-work in the vicinity, leaped lightly 
from bank to bank, and before the bewildered people 
could make & movement towards safety they were 
helplessly environed by raging walls of fire, the lake 
rolling lazily beyond them, and with one impulse the 
great crowd made for its shelter, and buried them- 
selves in sand and water.” 

By river and rail and road relief has poured into 
Chicago with a reassuring result which the Phila- 
delphia correspondent of the Times states in a letter, 
dated Oct. 17 :一 “The city is thoroughly quiet.

FUNERAL OF COLLIERS. 

The fearful price we pay for the fuel which 
brightens our hearths is ever being illustrated afresh. 
A funeral of colliers is now an every-week occur- 
rence. Аз these home catastrophes continue, then, 
to strike down strong men, adding lamentably to 
the widows and orphans of England, we also con- 
tinue our pictures of every phase of thése coal-pit 
calamities, Just such another scene as our Artist 
limns was- witnessed on Sunday in New Seaham 
churchyard. Then were buried four of the victims 
of the colliery explosion at Seaham, by which some 
thirty livesin all were lost. Two of the deceased, 
being membersof the 3rd Durham Artillery Volunteer 
Corps, were interred with military honours. There 
was a large assemblage of miners from the various 
colliery villages in the neighbourhood, and of visitors 
from Sunderland and other places, 

To individual carefulness must we mainly look, 
doubtless, for the prevention of these terrible dis- 
asters; but there is, at the same time, some hope 
that the Mines Regulation Bill, which Government 
are bound to pass next Session, may conduce to this 
desirable result. 


HUNTING-MEET AT MERTON HATL, 

The lively meet depicted in our Engraving was 
held at Merton Hall, Lord Walsingham’s seat in 
West Norfolk. It is characteristic of the many 
similar gatherings now being held in *'merrie 
England."

Here meet the élite of the 
county, peerless Nimrods and dashing Amazons, as 
to whose feats of horsemanship, are not their 
wondrous runs recorded from week to week in the 
sporting chronicles ? 


FISH-BREEDING IN THE THAMES. 


The Thames Angling Preservation Society is an 
association which has been c "^1 into increased 
activity and a new phase of usefulness by the prac- 
tice of fish-culture introduced into this country by 
Mr Frank Buckland and Mr. Stephen Ponder. The 
method of propagation is an improvement on the 
French system, no glass bars being used for supporting 
the ova, but simply well-boiled gravel placed in slate 
boxes, through which runs the continuous stream of 
water indispensable to the operation. The parent 
fish are caught in distant waters, and the eggs taken 
from them are carefully and scientifically manipu- 
lated. In a period of time varying, according to tem- 
perature, from sixty to one hundred days, the young 
fish are hatched. They subsist for about six weeks 
on the egg, which remains umbilically attached to 
their wriggling, active little forms; and when they 


are ready to seek their food in the open waters they- 


are turned thither to seek it. At this verv time 
“skeggers,” or young salmon fry, which have been 
draughted into the river in former seasons, may be 
seen in the shallows, and they are not unfrequently 
caught by anglers and returned to the water. By 
the side of Sunbury Lock is a pond, artificially con- 
trived to vary in depth, and filtering back into the 
river at the lower level. We give an Illustration of 
this contrivance. About 4000 young and healthy fish, 
all with the egg-^ags attached, were turned from a 
large tin pail on the occasion of our visit. Here they 
were to receive a twelvemonth's education, at the end 
of which they were to be sent, out to seek their for- 
tunes in the stream. — The next visit was to Pecker's 
Ait, where the old river course has left a pond, in 
which, instead of salmon and trout, jack and perch 
are bred for the behoof of the more humble bottom- 
fishers, The company then went to Moulsey weir, 
where the salmon- ladders are placed. These salmon- 
ladders enable fish to surmount a height of fall which, 
judging roughly by the eye, we should call 1066. 
The salmon-ladder,.as shown in our second Ilustra- 
tion, is like a series of troughs ranged stepwise, and 
with alternate changes in the position of the side 
openings near the ends, so that the water flows gently 
down them in a zigzag stream, against which the fish 
very easily make their way. 


THE ALPINE RAILWAY TUNNEL. , 
Our view of the Italian end of the Alpine tunnel 


may increase the reader's wonder at the gigantic 


nature of the engineering works necessary to pierce 
the Alps.

THAMES HARE AND HOUNDS. 


On Seturdey last this pack had a splendid run 
over an entirely new line of country in the neighbour- 
hood of Roehampton and Wimbledon. The occasion 
was а match between the club aud all-comers, and 
resulted, as will be seen, in a keen contest. 


THE HARES, 
Messrs. Р. M. Evans (T. H. and H.) and W. F. 
Woods (T. H. and H.), were started at 8.45, and left 
the King’s Head, Rochampton, throwing a strong 
scent along the Kiugston-road to the Baldtaced 
Stag-lane, down which they turned, and followed to 
its junction with the common. At this point, in 
obedience to the recommendation of an individual in 
an iron hut, they turned to the south, to avoid the 
stray bullets which occasionally fall in the vicinity. 
Taking a bee-line over the rough ground towards 
Combe-wood, they reached the Beverley Brook some 
little distance below the farm, and, finding a prac- 
ticable ford, they plunged iu to their knees, emerging 
up a steep bank, into a stiff, long field of fallow, in 
which, close to the wood, they were affectionately 
beige s by some agriculturists taking their afternoon 
er. 

Through Coombe Wood they pursned their way to 
Malde:-iane, turning ther from over a succession of 
grass fields and ploughed land to the bridge, passing 
the Norbiton-road over the railway. Thence they 
procee led along the Norbiton-road, and again under 
the railway, running over some three miles of capital 
hu tins country, with plenty of stiles and grass, to 
the Ho2’s Mill River, through which they waded (up 
to the middle), leaving a strong scent over the 
mead »w8 on the opposite side. Then, through a

grown church at Malden, harking thence to the

Jones 
went home early in the run, and Tyndall was lost for 
a considerable period, but arrived in time to regale 
the pack with a narration of his adventures to Ewell 
and Kingston, and how, after a railway journey to 
the nearest point to Roehampton, he again lost him- 
self, and only recovered his road by the assistance of 
a friendly native. 

The run was one of the best the club ever had, 
while the match resulted very much in their favour, 
as out of the first twelve eight were members of the 
Thames Hare and Hounds, Warburton, the crack 
north countryman, travelled from Yorkshire for the 
purpose of running, and fully sustained his reputa- 
tion by coming in first, although hard pressed by 
Green and Fuller. The next run (a slow one, with no 
racing) takes place on Dec. 2.
